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SUBJECT: Ferenc VÁJT A. 

1. Subject, whose reál name is reportedly VI£3 EK, írás bora at 
Debrecen, Hungary, in 1914. He studied at tbe Sorbonne in Paris and 
at Geneva, and letör spent several years in Romé as correspondent of 
tbe Hungárián paper "Uj üagyarsag 11 until exp elled in 1941 fór his 
criticisa of the Italian Árny* Yihile in Italy, subject -rras in the ser- 
vice oí both the Hungárián Intelligence Service and the Germán Atwehr. 

It was alsó reported that heworked at unspecified dates fór the Hun- 
gárián Intelligence Service in Belgrade and Istanbul. In 1941-42 ha 
Tfas the Berlin correspondent of "Ug Magyarság" and Cultural Attache fór 
tha Hungárián Legation in Berlin* Keturning to Budapest in 1943, he 
foonded and edited the pro-líazi weekly "Az Ország’ 1 * At this töjne he 
T<ras de seribed as "a creature of U2CSER and ANTAL", two of tha principal 
political agents fór the Germana in Hungary. His t ask in this capacity 
Tras to destroy pro- American and pro- British sympathy among the uoper 
and middlö eláss readers of “Az Ország’ 1 ; his co ráments were often ver- 
batim translations of official Germán propaganda. He made scurrilous 
attacks on the President of the United States and other Western leaders. 
He Tfas a maaber of the Hungárián Nazi Ferenc SZALASl’s Arroir Cross Party 
and Yfhen SZALASI seized povrer in 1944, VAJTA vras appointed Hungárián 
Consul General in Vienna. At the beginning of the siege of Vienna, he 
decamped -withthe consulate funds and the valuables of his staff. Víhen 
later arr ested by the Americans, somé of the stolen property was dis- 
co vered in his possession. It was alsó reported that subject was re- 
spoasible fór the deaths of grounded United States Air Force personnel 
and that until 1945 he had demanded death by hanging of captured American 
pilóta through his paper "Az Ország". 

2. By the Mi ied Governments , definition of v/ar erimes, he feli 
intő the automatic árrést category and -yras taken intő custody by OSS on 
7 June 1945* Ke was subsequently released to the ?th Anny custody* A 
feTr v.eeks after his árrést, hs escaped intő the French Zons irhere he 
Yioriced himself intő the good graces of the French anthorlties by reveal- 
ing the burial piacé of several thousand kilograms of gold a nd diaraonds* 
Following this he obtained employment vrith the French Intelligence Ser- 
vice in Innsbruck, to Trhich organization he represented himself as a 
victim of American-Hungarian persecution becausa of his anti-Soviet ac- 
tivities. Several attempt3 were made by tha USFA in Austria to have sub- 
ject returnec to American custody and assu ráncé s Tfere given by the French 
that höTOuld be retumed. Horrever, subject eventually was permitted to 
escape to Italy. 
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3* In August 1946, there^ ^3 founded at Innsbruck the "Hungárián 
Fopular Front" organisation, composed of General FARKAS, József A7IR0, 

Count Mihály TELEKT, Lajos LIPTAI, Elemér KGPAuI, and subject. Thi3 
group was officially adaitted intő the "líITERiiAHIÜii'* , an anti-Soviet or- 
ganization composed of various emigre Eastern Európa an and Rossian groups • 
In June 19U6 subject had go ne clandestinely to Ibrthern Italy, still work- 
ing fór the French Service, and by September 1946 he vras in Romé. There 
he cicám ed to be a Habsburg followar and boasted of his conbact yfith De 
GAULLE. From Romé he made at least one trip to Paris vrhere it vfas reported 
he conferred -srith De GAULLE on behall of the Hungárián Rightists. He had 
several contacts in the Vatican, including Usgr. Zoltán NIISTOR, head of 
the Vatican Press Office. During this period subject was briefly in Allied 
custody. 



4. in Madrid in Febraary 194-7, subject approached the Spanish Fóréi gn 
Office Tiiththe daim that he represented the anti-Soviet movement "INTER- 
MARIUM", Tihich, he stated, wafl to p rövidé an army to fight vrith British and 
French forces against the USSR. The Spanish Foreign Office approved his 
plans and pút him in contact vdth the Cardinal Príma te of Spain, the Arch- 
bishop of Toledo, who wa9 to assist him financially. Subject*s ostensible 
mission in Madrid was to bandáé Hungárián refugee mattéra. Ke apparently 
had a large sum of money at his disposal vfhich, reportedly, originated vrith 
the Vatican. 

5. Returning to Home about Mar eh 1947, subject became increasingly 
active in Hungárián affairs. He vras in touch with Father Tibor GALLU3, act- 
ing head of Hungárián relief at the Vatican, and was alsó in touch ‘nith the 
"TN TKR-iA RniM" organizatioa. He branched out intő business by establishing 

a tile factory, purchasing a restaurant, and alsó vrrote a book entitled 
"Savé Hungary" . In his writing, etc., he bitterly criticized American 
policy in Austria and Germany. 

6. Early in 1947 the Czechos lovaid an Government through the ^arsasr 
Polish Qnbassy in Home, presented a demand fór subject* s árrést and extra- 
dition. This demand passed through Italian minist éri al channels and re- 
sülted in subject* s árrést. IN3ABAT0, an Italian a gr árián expert vrho had 
known subject in Geneva dnring the League of Kations period, appealed in 
conjunction with PECORARI to the Italian Chief of Polica FERRARI fór sub- 
ject's release. FERRARI ordared subject* s release bút did nőt revoke the 
order fór his árrést. Subject vras told by the Italians to "disapoear" 
upon his release. líiSABATO gave him shelter in his heme fór a ferr days 
and PECORAPl arrangsd to have him taken to a Flórén űine convent , accord- 
ing*to one report. Another report stated that subject had been hldden by 
the Jesuits until his papers could be reco vered írom the Italian police. 

On 1 September 1947, the Italian Foreign minis try issued an extradition 
order again st subjectj henrever, an American CIC officer, acting in un- 
official capacity, assisted subject in escaping on the S.S. "Ciudad de 
Valencia" sailing from Genoa to Barcelona. Subject arrived in Uadrid on 
2$ September 1947* 



7, Yíhile In Home, subjecfc had attenjpted to form an organiaation 
to be knovm as th? "Unione Continentals" or '‘Center of Studiea Tor the 
Ealkana and Central Európa' 1 . This organiaation írás to serve as a coll est- 
in? point fór anti-comnamist eíaigre sleraerrts and v/ould i nőiden tally, con- 
pete vita and eventually replace ' , l"NTER2LÜt£U¥" . IXiring the suouer of l^ú.7 
subject vrrote and had published a book entitled "La Conf ederacione Lannbi- 
ana", >vh erein he reportedly expressed the iáaas raotivating his post-^ar 
activity. According to his own stateraents, the British and French hava 
offered subject assignments in the "Európa Union", an organizáción 
sponsored by those two countriea. He claims to have refused the offers. 

6. Subject is married fór the second tinié and has one child, a 
són of edght years. 
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
